In the course of his short career in racing Pennant did not meet the western stars. Old Rosebud ami 
i it tie Nephew. It results that any comparison must rest largely on conjecture. Comparisons based 4>n 
lime scoreil, weights carried and character of opposition have their value, but after all nothing hut the 
stein test of actual competition in racing can determine which is the best of two or more horses. As 
V. utters now’ stand it remains for the racing of next year to establish the comparative merits of Old Rose- 
I'lal and Pennant. If all goes well with the two they will probably clash at Saratoga next August and 
their meeting on that traditional battling ground of the eastern aud western burses should prove one of 
the most entertaining features of a prospective great meeting. In the meantime it can la* said for Pennant 
fh.it whether he is the equal or sniierlor of Old Rosebud or not. he demonstrated lx‘ 3 ’ond cavil that he is 
the iM-st of the eastern two-jeai -olds. Prior to his advent in racing Mr, Belmont’s Stroniboli was deeimd 
i!n- pick of the eastern juveniles, but he vanquished Stromboli decisively in his first race and such a gmal 
coll as Surprising was ten lengths beiiind the pair. Because his brilliant half brother. Iron Mask, is only a 
s| rliifer some may doubt the ability of Pennant to race suecessfolly over distances he will lie called oii to 
I ’ a; verse in stake racing as a three-year-old. But Iron Mask is a sprinter only lieeaiise tlie English ellniatc 
a tii-i'ted his lungs unfavorably and lie became such a roarer that he could only lx* raced at short distances. 
V* hen he was a two-year-old in this country Inni Mask stayed as well as any ime could de.sire and, bred as 
hi is, there is no g<XHl r«*ason why Pennant niaj- not stay over any distance within reason. 

I’ennant was heavily engaged in events for two-year-olds in England this year, but for some reason was 
not sent abnrnd. a eireiimstanee that turned out happily for Amciican racing and gave Mr. Whitne.v tlm 
pleasure of winning his first Futurity Stakes in his own name. Reports as to Pennunl’s excellence were 
bruited about early in the racing year, but he was not started until August 12, at Saratoga. This was in a 
purse race at five and a half furlongs. He carried V^2 ixiiinds and his opponents were Stromboli, 107; Sur- 
prising. 110; Paii-Anieriean. Trade Mark and May ITora. 102 each; Florin, 107; Decoy and Rosa. 09 each. 
S»K»mlK)li was an odds-on favorite at 7 to 10 and Pennant and Surprising were at 4 to 1 each. Peimant 
iixik the lead directly after the start and, running the first quarter in 22. half mile in 46. five-eighths in 
r»S-if,, finally won in 1:06% by an ca«y two lengths. Stromlndi finished second ten lengths in advance of 
Surprising. The race servoil to show' that Pennant’s private reputation was well founded. 

The result w’as that when be next was «ent to the post it w’as as a 1 to 4 favorite. This was in a purse 
t tlx^ same distance as his first essay. His opixzsitioii was not as goiMl and he won in a canter by six 
lengths in 1:06%,. with Orotuml sei-ond and Ralph third. The latter ginxi colt w’aa slow in developing and 
ito! I hen ripe. So far Pennant’s races had Imhmi in the way of public training for the Futurity so when, on 
August 30, this rich race came on for decision, ho was ready and as fit as trainer Row’e’s skill could make 
hiiii. He carried 110 pounds and his eomix>titors were Southern Maid. 119; Addie M.. 114; Brlnghurst. 120; 
I'.laek Toney, 117; Early Rose. 110; .Anytime, 110, and Forum, 122. Southern Maid was correctly diagnosed 
lo Ik* tlx* chief danger point and she had a host of hopi*ful supjiorters, going to the |x>st at 0 to 5. while 
P’Minant and Forum, coupled, were at 8 to 5. Southern .Maid and Pennant both began slowlv and were not 
eonsplouons in the early running. Brlnghurst set the puce and made it a fast one to the stretch. Bv this 
lime Pennant had got on gtKxI terms with himsi If and. moving up swiftly, attained a slight lead ‘when 
midway of the stretch and increased It so that lx* finally won by a length. In the meantime. Southern 
Maid was having her own troubles and had lxx*n roughly interfered with by Anytime in the first qnarter of 
.1 blit she finally got s<‘ttled into her stride and came through the homestretch with a grand flight of 

spiMil that landed her in second place. Addle .M. was a fluky third a half length before Brlnghurst. a colt 
that can give her weight and a lx*ating seven days in a week. The race was mu in 1:15. but the track 
was slow' that day, so under the circumstances it was good time. 

That was meant to be Pennant’s last race of the year and it was. He was forthwith sent Into retire- 
ment to await next year's campaign, with the following clean record and rich pedigree:

AUSTRALIA’S DOUBLE DERBY WINNER. 



Over the Flemington <s>nrse «t Mellx>urue November 
1. 4. E. O'Brien’s brown colt Berragoou won the 
V’ictoria Herlij’. with Radnor second aud Andelosia 
third. As he had previously won the Victoria Rac- 
ing Club Derby from Radnor at Raiiilwick, the two 
important siiceesscs stamped him quite the best 
Australian three year old of the year. Commenting 
on the result Lontlou SiKirtsiiiau of November 
said: "In Bi-rragoon, who on Saturday carried off 
the V, R. C. Herb.v, starting a giMxl favorite at 6 
to 4 against. Mr. J, Ij’; O'Brien seeiniugly ixissesses 
a reall.v gixxi eolt, for only the other day he won 
the A. 4. C. I>i*rby from Radnor and I lva's Isle 
and others, thus showing himself relatively Ix'tter 
than he was towards the end of his piveiiile season, 
when Raihxir beat him for the Second Sires’ Pro 
ilnce Stakes, for which Andelosia (winner of the 
Caulfield (Hiineasi us on Saturda.v. filled the third 
plaee, Rerragisui is by Multiform out of Wigelmar 
and there is no doubt that his sire is one of -thi 
lM*st r.ace hoisi-s and stallions ever bred in New 
Zealand, for he wou well over T.Oiai sovereigns 
out there in stakes iK-fore Sir Edgar Viucent pur 
eha.-ed him aud brought him to this country. Cnfor 
tunately. he turned roarer and his owner. Sir. Stead, 
took him back. In that climate roaring matters 
nothing, and perhaps the most successful sire of 
an.v in Australia was ini|)orted Bill of Portland, 
which was affei'ted in his wind aud was a shiftv eiis- 
toiiier to iMXit. Multiform has sired man.v good ones 
before Benagooii. inclusive of the very suceessful 
bndher and sister No«tiiiforin and Nightfall. 
Berragoon is. I see. engaged in the Melbourne Cup. 
and if he has a cut in he will have to put up 104 
pounds, the lowest weight, bj* the conditions, that a 
winner of either the A, J, C. or V. R. Derby may 
carry. Tliis is a lenient burden emu*' ' bearing in 
mind the top weight in the big handicap is Cadomia. 
l.'kS pounds, while The Parisian, the winner of two 
seasrm’s baek has 1'46 iKiiinds. The allowanee they 
have to give to Berragiwn is certainly a big one. 
lull he is still quite a young thrm* year old, thi 
year mit there bi'ginuing <in August 1. so that It Is. 
after all. oiil.v the same as our weight for age male 
allowanee In April. whii*h from an old horse to 
a tliree-year-old over two miles is about 30 pounde.

NOTED AMERICAN BREEDER DIES. 

San F'raiii-isi.'o. Cal., November 17. -William 
O'Brien Macdonough, who achieved distinction by 
paying for the unbeaten English horse. 

Ormonde, some twenty years ago. thereby ,4*.staib- 
lishing an American ri'i'ord that stands to tlii-; day. 
died vesterdav at the Peninsula Hospital In this 
citv. ‘following a stroke of apoplexy. Tlie decea.sed 
WHS a native San Franeiswoaii wlu» inheriteil a large 
amount of money. Hi* was a bachelor and held 
membership in the Pacific Union and other prominent 
clubs of this city. 

Ormonde must have represented an investment of 
at least $17©.<XH> to Mr. .Macdonough. The horse 
was purchase!! in .\rgentina for $irif>.0of> and w’as 
brought to this country via Euglaiid, from which 
conutr.v he had gone to .\rgentina only a short time 
prevloiisl.v. The transaction made a tremendou.s 
stir. t4niioiule proved a great disappointment upon 
lieing in.stalled bv Mr. Macdonough at the head of 
the stud that he established at Meiilo Park, near 
this citv. He got a few good horses, it Is true, 
but bv no means w’bat was expected from such a 
great race hors© and high priced stallion. Onnon- 
dale firmonde’s Right and Beau Ormonde are those 
of his get that race<l with the greatest distinction. 
Ornxmdale won the Futurity of 100."* at Sheepshead 
Bay in the Macdonough colors. .\fter tMinondc’s 
death lie was succeeded in the M»*nlo Park Stu«l b.v 
his sons. Orsini and Ossary. whh h liave sired soni© 
good horses, Ormondale has been standing in Ken- 
tueky for tw'O or three .years, by sikmmuI arrauge- 
luent. 

Mr. ^^:p•do|lough was a close student of thorough- 
bred breeding and contin«i©«l his stud at Menlo f’ark 
after h<*stile legislation first criptded and then dmvo 
out racing in this state. Last .vear he made a ship- 
ment of his California bred yearlings across the con- 
tinent and iK-ean to England. The experiment W’as 
not sufficientlv successful to warrant its contiiiua 
tion and the imtput of the Ornmndnle Stud, as Mr. 
.^iacdon«»ugh renamed hH Menlo Park establishment 
after Ormondale's Futurity sin-cess, was this year 
tlisposed of at Saratoga.
